What Mulcolm X said about 
America was largely untrue. 
Although he was himself acutely 
deprived, he had a belter education 
than 90 per cent oE the British work- 
ing class. His prison record was 
never held against him ; indeed, it 
was an asset, like being sent Ui 
prison bv ihe National Industrial 
Relations' Court. His income was 
higher than that of any English 
clergyman except a bishop. He was 
attended LO respectfully by virtually 
everybody in authority. The average 
Black American is better oft in most 
respects than the average White 
Englishman, and as a result of the 
past twenty years nf court rulings 
and legislation his civil rights and 
public position have been dramatic- 
ally improved. This is not quite 
beside the point, since many ot 
Malcolm X’s assertions depended 011 
the belief that this was not the case. 
But even the true charges against 
White America— of relative depriva- 
tion. of lack of rights and lack of 
dignity— have been to a remarkable 
degree met by the changes since 
1954. What strikes a foreigner about 
this book is the degree to which 
Malcolm X was wrong about the 
past, present and future of the 
American Blacks, and the extent to 
which American Blacks did not 
listen to his message because they 
knew it was false. It was his style 
they liked.

Why, one. wonders, does Me Gold- 
man feel it necessary to produce 
such phrases as “ there can be no 
overstating the depths of Malcolms 
degradation "? Tliis is preposterous, 
and it goes with a truly Dickensian 
view of Harlem : “ Harlem has des- 
troyed men and organizations ; less 
out of malevolence or envy or even 
its deep corroded cynicism than out 
of despair.

Malcolm X had a standard passage

These essays, tie voted to half-a-dozen 
luiropejui writers from Rousseau to 
Camus, co main an attractive blend 
of insight and enthusiasm. The in- 
sight was to he expected, particularly 
-in view of the quality of .lean 
Grenier’s better known lyrical mid 
philosophical writings. The enthu- 
siasm is a welcome bonus. The seven 
essays have appeared before, mostly 
as introductions, and they range in 
date from 1955 to 1970. Despite their 
diverse origins, they have a consist- 
ency of critical approach which gives 
the book a very fair degree of coher- 
ence in deiiling with such different 
writers as Dostoevsky, 'J'nistoy, Rous- 
sean, Nietzsche, Cantus, Sv nan coni' 
and dm critic Jenu Paulimu. 

In the shod concluding essay on 
Paulhan, in which Grenier discus- 
ses, among other things, the criticui 
evaluation of painters by writers, lie 
declares that the absence of set 
rules in art, lie ir painting or writ- 
ing, means dial criticism ultimately 
aniouiits to “ des rencontres de sen- 
sibilitos ,, 1 One* is reminded of 
Anatole France’s famous defini- 
tion of the good critic, a definition 
which nowadays appears to many 
ns being irresponsibly bellelettristlc: 
Le bon critique esc celui qui 
racontc le* aventures de son ime an 
milieu des chefs-d'oeuvre **. In fact, 
lit the course of these " encounters ” 
or “ adventures " experienced by his 
sensibility Grenier shows that appar- 
ently inisystemaric subjectivism can 


be revealing and rewarding when 
hand led with sufficient insight and 
skill.. 

The essays share a common em- 
phasis on various forms of seif-ilivi- 
^on experienced by human beings, 
and they present the writers discus- 
sed as contributing, in different 
ways, to our understanding of man’s 
condition in its moral and metaphy- 
sical senses. The first essay, on 
Dostoevsky, treats Notes ’ from 
Umiersrmmd as the key to ail Jits 
work. Freedom is seen as a source 
of contrasting experiences — suffer- 
ing/ plea sure, the under ground /die 
palace of crystal— the Individual’s 
freedom is both imperilled by others 
and n source of peril to others, Gre- 
nier argues that Dostoevsky’s 
‘ underground man” reflects the 
dilemma of the niiieteonih-ceiuiirv 
intellectual, - He experiences u sick- 
ness of the mind and a propensity 
for evil (sickness mid evil-doing are 
closely related by Dostoevsky) be- 
cause ho senses tho metaphysical 
Change which is taking place around 
him. Man Is moving front a con- 
caption oE the world as pro vi den-

It is well known 
that Tolstoy was fascinated by do 
M a is tie's view of the “divine” 
nature of war because of the sug- 
gestion it contains of historical futul- 
«y- . Tills is related to Tolstoy's 
“Asiatic” doctrine of the "right- 
ness " of events, iiis view thut the 
element of human action In history 
is minimal, and his broader idea that 
certain aspects of human experience 
arc nor only unknown but unknow- 
able. France Andr£, in IVur and 
Peace, is struck by the small value 
uf what he cun understand and by 
the greatness, the unique import- 
mice, of what he fails to understand. 
Grenier uses these ideas to explain 
the duulism in Tolstoy's own ideas 
between attachment and detach- 
ment, between passion for the per- 
ishable and devotion to the absolute, 
it is this which enables him to 
write: " Ceites I'oeuvre de Tolstoi" 
est thcoce unique, mais ajoutoiw tout 
de suite: avec dechirement." 

Konssenii is no doubt a classic 


case of a divided personality. Gre- 
nier emphusi/es his vacillation be- 
tween depression and exaltation, aiid 
attributes the double origin of Rous- 
seau’s Reveries du promeneur soli- 
laire to a sense of persecution by 
society and a desire for consolation 
trniTi nature. From Rousseau’s 
equal sensitivity to "le pinisir qui

Dualism, behaviour- 
ism, materialism are all examined, 
hut the conclusion reached is rather 
a lame one : “ We perhaps ought 
not to rashly assume that every 
inysLcry, every puzzling question, 
can be solved by the construction 
of a systematization of thought of 
the kind thqt deserves the label of 
‘ theory 

Occasionally the arguments reach 
depths uf banality that are out of 
place,' evert (or perhaps especially) 
in an introductory test* .For instance, 


Is the mind identical with the soul ? 
Well, “ if a dog lias soulful eyes, 
that does not mean that he wears a 
thoughtful expression ”. More sub- 
stantial, but hardly more successful, 
is the treatment of intentionality in 
Chapter Seven. Even if its outcome 
— that we cannot attribute purposes 
to rockets— were true, it is irrele- 
vant. We can after all apply teleo- 
logical concepts to very primitive 
forms of life which few credit with 
minds, and a “ mechanistic ” explan- 
ation of these very simple micro- 
organisms is a distinct possibility. : 
Should we strive for a systeriin- 
tic theory of mind, for a sharp and 
informative account of the essence 
of mental phenomena?
